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EDITOR LOOKS AT THE CONVENTION: 


Before reporting on the 48th Annual Convention of SLA, we should like to 
express the thanks of Picture Division officers and members to Josephine A. 
Hope of the Public Library of Brookline, Mass., for her untiring services as 
local representative. She spared no effort in making the many arrangements 
necessary for full enjoyment of the Convention. We must also record our 
gratitude to the Brookline library for the handy leaflet "Where To Stop and 
Look" with its suggestions on "what the well-initormed Picture Division member 
should do and see in Greater Boston," 


After the formalities of convention registration and signing up for 
breakfasts, luncheons, and dinners, a somewhat gloomy Sunday = May 25th - was 


enlivened in the evening by the Boston Chapter's hospitality in the form of a 
reception in the Statler ballroom (punch and cake, of course) and the showing 
of a color film, "New England Portrait." Early Picture Division arrivals 
gathered later in the room shared by Josephine Cobb and Alice Lee Parker of 
Washington. They included Ohioans Alice P, Hook (Cincinnati), and Elizabeth 
Martin (Columbus), Margaret P. Nolan of New York, Eileen Newman of Colonial 
Williamsburg, and your editor who had finally managed to come to a Convention 
from Albany. Division Chairman Betty Hale joined the party after attending a 
session of the SLA Advisory Council. 


By Monday many more members had registered with Picture Division: Grace 
Crane, Alma Eggleston, Helen Faye, Gerritt Fielstra, Celestine Gilligan, 
Romana Javitz, Mildred Joy, Franziska Schacht, and William Sloan, all from 
New York City; Philadelphia was represented by Dorothy Litchfield; Eleanor 
Mason came from Baltimore and Phyllis Reinhardt from New Haven, From the 
Middle West: John Larsen, Detroit; Wally Toensing, St. Pauls and Duane Day, 
Minneapolis, Canadians included Margaret Cooke, Toronto; Eileen Morash, 
Ottawa; and Olive St. Clair Raymond, Vancouver. 


Picture Division's ow activities began on Monday afternoon with a visit 
to the Picture Collection of the Boston Herald-Traveler. This tour was shared 
with the Museum Division. Librarians James Dromey and John McMahon conducted 
the group through the jam-packed files which serve two large newspapers, * A 
sudden downpour of rain in the late afternoon did not prevent some members 
from attending the open house at Simmons College School of Library Science; 
others went to Cambridge to tour the libraries at Harvard and M,.I,T,

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On Monday evening, Romana Javitz, Chief of the Picture Collection, The 
New York Public Library, gave Part I of the seminar "Pictures in Print." +* 
Miss Javitz's talks were a condensation of the basic orientation course for 
new professional staff members in her department. The initial lecture was 
devoted to the background and theory of picture use for documentation, with 
emphasis on developments since photography and photomechanical processes have 
made possible the "repeatable image." Practical aspects of picture library work, 
especially in regard to the analysis of picture use and the assignment of the 
subject notation that most clearly describes the visible content of a picture, 
were discussed at the second session of the seminar on Tuesday afternoon. William 
Sloan assisted at the opaque projector. Picture and Museum Divisions shared this 
seminar which was attended also by members of the Advertising, Newspaper, and 
Science=Technology Divisions. 


At the Tuesday morning session on duplicating processes, sponsored by the 
Picture and Newspaper Divisions, Loretta Kiersky, Central Technical Processes 
Librarian, Bell Telephone Laboratories, New York, described various quick print 
methods of duplicating materials and their implications for the simultaneous 
extension and debulking of library resources. New methods of processing for 
tones in duplicating printed material and photographs, as developed by Recordak, 
were demonstrated. Miss Kiersky distributed a "Bibliography on Reproduction of 
Documentary Information" and a "Directory of Manufacturers and Service Centers 
for Documentary Reproduction." Then Alma Eggleston and Grace Crane of Life 
magazine demonstrated a facsimile method which enables each card in a subject 
catalog file to carry a miniature print of the picture it describes. * The 
special camera designed for this purpose was demonstrated in a series of projected 
pictures and sample cards were given to each person present. 


Despite the early hour on Wednesday at 7:30 A.M. the Division Breakfast 
was enjoyed by 28 members and guests. The Annual Business Meeting followed. 
(Reports presented appeared in the July issue of PICTURESCOPE.) There were many 
suggestions for next year's convention program in Chicago. Alice Hook, that 
expert among Division convention coordinators, has consented to serve again in 
that capacity. 


Immediately after the meeting, a group of about 30, shepherded by Miss Hope, 
left by bus for the North Shore and a tour of the museums and historic houses 
of Salem. The first stop was the Peabody Museum with its impressive exmbits 
relating to the days of sailing and whaling, and the East India and the China 
trade, and its strong ethnological collections from the Orient and the islands 
of the Pacific. 


At the Essex Institute, attention centered on the Historical Museum with 
its period rooms, costumes, portraits and miniatures, dolls and doll furniture, 
china and glass, and the Reference and Research Library, with its special 
collections on Essex County and New England. Salem, of course, is noted for its 
handsome early 19th-century domestic architecture, especially those houses designed 
or inspired by Samuel McIntire, whose bicentennial had been celebrated earlier 
in May. The group was conducted through the Pingree House, a substantially 
unaltered example of McIntire's work. Earlier, in the Institute's Museum, they 
had seen the original plans for this architectural masterpiece which are preserved. 


After luncheon at the Daniel-Haller house, a 17th-century structure now 
operated as guest house and restaurant, the group visited the House of the Seven 
Gables, where many climbed the secret staircase famed in Hawthorne's tale; the

Pioneer Village, where buildings and industries of early Salem are to be seen; 
the Derby House, oldest brick house in Salem; and the Maritime Museum, a 
National Historie Site, which recalled again the great days of Salem's 
ascendancy in maritime trade. 


There is one further item that may interest our readers: the Bulletin 
Editors Breakfast, presided over by Mary L. Allison, editor of Special Libraries. 
It was a great satisfaction to hear Picture Division singled out for praise on 
two counts: first, for its decision to send its newsletter free to Division 
members this year. This has long been the ideal situation envisaged by 
PICTURESOOPE's editorial board. The second satisfaction was to hear Florence 
Hopkins, editor of Library Literature praise the professional content of 
several Division and Chapter bulletins and report that libraries are seeking 
to complete their files of many of these publications. From Miss Hopkins 
we also learned that PICTURESCOPE articles have been sought out by library 
schools who need material for instructing their students in a subject on which 
not too much has appeared in print. Articles on procedures and techniques (even 
the most minute) biographical sketches, descriptions of special collections, 
directories of membership are among the material desired. Perhaps Picture 
Division members who have not yet contributed an article to PICTURESCOPE will 
now be inspired to do so by the thought that these efforts will be read by many 
besides their fellow members.

HERALD=TRAVELER PICTURE FILES 


Librarians JAMES DROMEY and JOHN McMAHON conducted members of the Picture 
and Museum Divisions through the crowded picture files that serve the editorial 
staffs of two Boston newspapers, the Herald and the Traveler, on Monday, May 27, 
1957. There is a staff of nine in the picture library which is open from 6 A.M. 
to 2 A.M. daily. 
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The files are divided into three main sections: persons (50%), geographical 
(25%) and subject file (25%), each arranged alphabetically. In addition there 
is a separate file for sports figures. Boston material naturally predominates. 
Pictures are arranged alphabetically in somewhat broad classifications, with 
one or more subdivisions. They include glossy photographs and printed pictures 
clipped, with their text, from newspapers. All Boston papers are marked and 
clipped daily. Selected articles from the New York Times and the New York 
Herald-Tribune are also clipped. About 250 new photographs are received each 
day, but not all are retained. Since practically no weeding is done, special 
storage files are used to house vast accumulations of material on associations 
and on both World Wars. 








There is also a file of cuts (chiefly portraits) each of which has its 
pertinent clipping attached to it in duplicate. This aids in identification 
of the cut when it is returned to the library. There are no negatives in this 
library; they are kept in the photographic department. 


An extensive collection of reference books = encyclopedias, dictionaries, 
directories, telephone books, volumes of Who's Who, an impressive Harvard 
collection and extensive newspaper files (the Traveler from 1825 to date, the 
Herald from 1836 to date, and the past two and one-half years of the New York 
Times) - makes the picture library self-sufficient, not only in serving the two 
newspapers' own needs, but also in assisting outsiders who telephone or write 
for information.

MINIATURIZING LIFE'S PICTURE FILES 


"Walking is the most time-consuming task of the Life Picture Collection 
personnel," says SUZIE EGGLESTON, head of the department. Some time soon, 
thanks to a miniaturization machine made by Recordak = another a of 
automation = much of that walking may be eliminated. 


Now, when a request for pictures is flashed down to the fifth-floor 
collection, the girls consult their card-file (which, at best, gives only word 
descriptions of tne pictures), walk to otner file cabinets to find the prints. 
Eventually, they will merely look up the card and there will be the picture 
itself in miniature. 


The Recordak camera reproduces both the pictures and a typed description 
on one microfilm scroll. The Picture Collection uses the camera to shoot each 
week's photo-take as it comes in, sends the scroll to the Recordak Company for 
developing, gets back the cards the next morning. A whole week's product takes 
only a few hours to shoot and file; during the rest of the week the machine is 
used to record the Picture Collection's backlog of prints. When all pictures 
are on such file-cards, Recordak will aid and simplify the program of weeding 
less useful pictures, as well as speed up the routine picture look-up chore. 
For some editorial and promotion purposes, the cards themselves can be used, 
in place of the original print. In addition, said Central Services Records 
Manager, GRACE CRANE, when the machine is otherwise idle, it can be used to 
solve a host of storage space problems throughout the company, by miniaturizing 
documents, blueprints, files and the like. 


The Recordak camera was demonstrated at the session on photoduplication 
sponsored by the Newspaper and Picture Divisions, May 28, 1957. 
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SEMINAR : PICTURES IN PRINT 












For the seminar on Pictures in Print Romana Javitz reviewed 
the history of art from the point of view of subject content, emphasizing 

the preponderance of documentary pictures inherited from past centuries. 

She pointed out the example of drawings made for Leeuwenhoek who could 

not gain credence for what he saw through the microscope until he had 

factual drawings made, This was an early example of the importance of a 
pictorial document. She told of Pasteur, unable to convince his co-scientists 
of his findings until he went to a blackboard and drew a picture of the 
bacteria he had identified. 






The invention of the camera and the photo-mechanical methods of 
picture reproduction were described as the events that made picture libraries 
possible. She reviewed the history of documentary picture files in museums 
and libraries, starting with mention of the Alexandrian library's collection 
of portraits and the early writings of Abbe de Marolles, who, in the 1600s, 
printed a catalog of his collection of pictures, with a list of subject 
headings. 


This review of the history of the printed picture and the handling 
of the photographic record of works of art, as well as photographs from 
life, was prepared as an introduction to the classification session. 








This session was organized to outline in one hour the course given 
in the classification of pictures at the New York Public Library Picture 
Collection. 







Miss Javitz first stated the differences between words and images. 
She presented her premise that pictures do not fall into logical systems 
of the organization of knowledge. The basic reason is that, depending upon 
the field of knowledge for which the pictures are to be used, the pictures 
"logically" fall into different systems. Thus a picture of old age in a 
medical library would be assigned to geriatrics; in commercial industry it 
would be filed under cosmetics. A scene of the killing of the aged by the 
young as practiced in primitive societies would belong in a "logical" sub- 
division of Anthropology. After this introduction Romana Javitz went into 
detail about the selection of main headings under which pictures are filed, 
stressing the importance of adopting the terms employed by the users of a 
picture file in making picture requests. She continued by describing several 
control systems of subdivisions which have been adopted by the New York Public 
Library Picture Collection.

NEW PRINTS AND PHOTOGRAPHS CHIEF AT LIBRARY OF CONGRESS: 


Edgar Breitenbach, who has served LC on contract for the last 10 months as 
an expert in prints and photographs and as Acting Chief of the Prints and Photo- 
graphs Division, has been appointed Chief of the Division. 


Dr. Breitenbach received his doctoral degree in the history of arts, summa 
cum laude, from the University of Hamburg and was graduated from the Library 
School of the University of Berlin. Over a period of 30 years he has done 
outstanding work in the field of pictorial documentation and fine arts. He has 
served as a research assistant in the Warburg Library at Hamburg (1927), as li- 
brarian, University Library, Frankfurt, Germany (1929-33), as research assistant 
and librarian at the Institute for the History of Swiss Art and Heraldry in Basel 
(1933-3), as lecturer and librarian at Mills College, Oakland, California (1937- 

), as instructor and librarian at Grays Harbor Junior College, Aberdeen, 
Washington (191-2), and as research associate, Taylor Museum, Colorado Springs, 
Colorado (192-3). He was employed by the Federal Communications Commission in 
Washington in 1943-4, by the Office of War Information (Washington) in 194-5, 
and by the Monuments, Fine Arts, and Archives Section of OMGUS (195-59). In 
1949-53 he was Consultant on Fine Arts, Museums, and Libraries to the U. S. 

High Commissioner in Germany. 
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From 1953 to 195 Dr. Breitenbach was the official Library of Congress 
representative to the American Memorial Library in Berlin, then served the 
Memorial Library wnofficially as an adviser until June 30, 1955, and as 
chief curator at Germanisches Nationalmuseum, Nuremberg, Germany (1956). 


Dr. Breitenbach is married and has two daughters, ages 9 and 13.

Australia, the 
author says, has grown up side by side with photography. He points out some 
of the dangers in relying on captions that will be found on old photographic 
records, and urges the student to become familiar with the older types of 
photographs as well as photolithographs and engravings. Although he writes 
enthusiastically of the future of photographic archives for Australia, he 
gives little thought to the photograph as an official record. Whether for 
the world of the archivist or the librarian, we are happy that Australia's 
photographic record will be treasured.
